The eighteenth amendment 
for in- 


stance, makes it clear that the impor- 
tation of liquors 
for 
beverage pur- 


poses is prohibited. High officials say 
that liquor brought in by a foreign 
ship under seal cannot, by the remot- 
est 'stretch of the imagination 
be 


constructed as an .introduction of li- 
quor into the United States for bever- 
age purposes. 


But the Supremo court has 
made 


Its decision. And rrost everybody in 
the government from President Hard- 
ing down believes congress never in- 
tended to have the Volstead act cover 
the things which now are inferred or 
derived from the statute. 
Thus offi- 


cial Washington is cofronted with the 
spectacle of a piece of law on 
the 


books which congress didn't intend 
and the Supreme court interpreting 
the law in a way that embarrasses 
the executive branch of the govern- 
ment 
in its relations with 
foreign 


countries. 


FOREIGN POWERS CAt'TIGUS 
Secretary 'Hughes' plan is to solve 


the whole thing by 
diplomacy.

•wants foreign governments to agree 
to the right of search twelve" miles

Foreign -governments are

' If the record of the United States 


government in cooperating with, for- 
eign governments had been better, Eu- 
ropean foreign offices would be more 
favorably disposed to listen to Amer- 
ican proposals than is now the case.

Foreign governments, 
however, have tried in vain to get the 
United States government to sign a 
treaty whereby this country ' would 
agree to forbid the exportation

the world through domestic revolu 
tions or war. American insists today 
on the right to ship arms anywhere 
In the world. 
The right to rlo so is 


not questioned by foreign powers but 
the wisdom of doing it is seriously 
questioned^ 


SOXG NEGOTIATION 


American munition, manufacturers 


are said to have helped to some ex- 
tent in preventing the treaty about 
. exportation of arms from being rati- 
fied. The regulation of the arms traf- 
fic is one of the international prob- 
lems which is supposed to be a con- 
venience to nations large and small 
who realize America's 
capacity 
for 


making war weapons is just now un- 
limited. 
When Amtrica wants liquor 


kept out of her territory because it 
is likely to aid in violating American 
laws, the probabilities are that foreign 
governments, before granting the re- 
quest will seek to examine the whole 
qustion in the light of future cooper- 
ation on the part of the United States 
in assisting other countries in meet-

maiket is being felt by paper indus- 
tiies of the Fox river valley and is 
aheadv reacting to some extent upon 
subsidiary industries. 


Production has not slackened notice- 


ably and a layoff of heln is not ex- 
pected this summer, according to a 
leading paper manufacturer of the val- 
lev. 
The mills are suffering rather 


f! cm a shortage of labor caused prm- 
ciraJly by the increased building oper- 
ations. The tendency now is to stock 
up. 


A falling off in the market was ex- 


pected by paper manufacturers sever- 
al months ago as the buyers' fear of 
high prices became apparent. 


A prevailing belief of large buyers 


that prices would come down from 


the plane to which they had gradually 
advanced since a year ago induced 
them to abandon, more or less, the 
policy of ftockikng up with large or- 
ders and to change back again to the 
hand-to-mouth plan of small orders. 


Rising prices in paper of practically 


all grades came, as a result of the sev- 
eral increases in wages last year, and 
the increased price of coal, wood and 
rags. The maiket price had not reach- 
ed the peak of a few years previous, 
however.

men themselves, and they in the end*will 
answer.

death penalty for only two crimes: trea- 
son and for a felony which indicates the 
criminal to be an enemy of soHfty. 


There is little in the general scheme of

death penalty is progressive, to say 1ho 
least. 
A man guilty of treason automa- 


tically forfeits his life upon conviction in 
Russia and general practice approves that 
law. 
Or. when a man coinmils murder 


under circumstances which clearly indi- 
cate him to be not only an offender against 
the state but a menace to society as well 
he must suffer the death penalty. 
T'nder 


this latter provision of the law there can 
be no question as to the fate which Koma- 
roff deserves. 


Sentiment against the death penalty is 


growing, there is no doubt as to that. At 
the same time the public is not reconciled 
to a general abolition of capital punish- 
ment when the crime committed is attend- 
ed with especial brutality and lack of jus- 
tifying circumstance. 


SANE PROHIBITION 


Great. Britain owes much to America 


for her gift of Lady Xancy Astor. mem- 
ber of parliament and author of the bill 
to prevent the sale of liquor to young 
persons. 
Stanley Baldwin, premier of 


England, deserves credit for the stand he

scheme in detail, we would repeat that 
nothing is of greater importance to 
American commerce, including agricul- 
ture, than maintaining a large merchant 
marine.

trade means anything to our permanent 
prosperity, as we are imbued with an as- 
sumption that we can thrive in commer- 
cial isolation.

BOTHER THE BUTCHER 


It is wasteful for working people to eat meat (or 


fish or eggs or fowl) more than once a day in cool 
weather, and injurious for them to eat it more than 
three times a week in hot weather. ' 


The abuse of meat eating is not only harmful 


to the health but unpatriotic. 
A fat, overfed, un- 


derworked person who has the temerity to sit down 
to eat meat twice a day, or meat and fish at the 
same meal, ought to' be fined heavily for each of 
t'ense. 
A little meat in the diet is advisable for most peo- 
ple engaged in active work, though not neeessaiy 
and often not advisable for a great many who do 
their work sitting at a desk. For growing children 
meat three times a week, or for young babies meat 
broths three times a week cannot be dispensed with 


Let a nttle meat go a great way. The fia\or of 


meat and the stimulating effect of the extractives 
of fresh meats are what the appetite craves. Get 
it economically by preparing various "dishes eontin- 
ing enough meat to give a flavor to the grain, cereal,, 
or other farinaceous material or vegetables, which 
should constitute the important nourishing part of 
the recipe. Meat is pretty poor nourishment, as com- 
pared with bread or potatoes or beans or macaroni 
and cheese, and a whole lot more expensive. 
A 


worker can endure longer without meat in liis diet 
than with it. He can withstand high temperature 
much more easily without meat than with it. 


The evening meal should be the substantial meal 


of the day for all who work in daytime and rest at 
night. 
Midday dinner is wrong for busy people. 


In fact, people who take breakfast at about S:00 A. 
M. are often more healthy and efficient if they take 
no more food until 6 P. M. dinner, then a light lunch 
at 'bedtime if desired. 
Macaroni, spaghetti or noobles cooked in broth 


and served with more dabs of gravy or meat: stews 
of a hodgepodge of vegetables just flavored with a 
chunk of the cheapest cut of meat, are worth while

such as a teaspoonful of aromatic spirits of ammonia 
in one-third glass cold water, or a cup of very 
strong tea or coffee, but never brandy or whisky, 
are the important remedies.

Answer—Asthma in children often disappears on 


removal to a different altitude, as from sea level. 
Sometimes one subject to asthma, who also, has 
chronic bronchitis, improves a great deal on taking 
up residence in any place where he is not afraid 
of open air life the year round. In short, that is the 
important ingredient in the climate panacea—if you 
believe in "taking cold" you have to move some- 
where and try to fight it out with your imagination.

Trout are the only fish raised at the 


Wild Rose hatchery. /They are grad- 
ed in the pools according to size .and 
one may in a short time allow the de- 
velopment 
of the prized game

from the egg stage to the fully devel- 
oped specimen, 
a foot or 
more 
in 


length. 
The trout from the hatchery 


are used for stocking Wisconsin lakes 
and streams. 
Sturgeon act a-s scav- 


engers in the pools and do not molest 
the trout, attendants say. 


The hatchery grounds are easily ac- 


cessible by motor, roads penetrating 
to the very center of the preserve.

•The branches have, for the sake of

to

But they are not schools 


in the commonly accepted sense. The 
academy is not for technical training 
or for the teaching of any rudiments; 
it does not have classes, nor does it 
impose a rigid, prescribed course. 


Its beneficiaries are those who have 


already advanced far beyond the pre- 
liminary stages of their various call- 
ings. They come to Rome for the en- 
largement and /uller development of 
their knowledge and talents through 
first-hand contact with the record of 
the past. 


The institution is open only to those 


who receive the fellowship prize. The 
prize itself is not 
meant to be a be- 


nevolent assistance to worthy, indigent 
youth, but the means 
whereby the 


best material 
discoverable 
in 
the 


country may be raised to its highest 
powers for the elevation of American 
art and letters. Then training is- the 
highest post-graduate improvement; it 
is the development of genius.
